• their parents often teach them 
! reading and 
arithmetic. Prof. 
Lewis Terman of Stanford Uni­ 
versity, a pioneer in the study of 
gifted children, found that about 
half of the very bright children 
he studied learned to read before 
they .vaned to school. Twenty- 
five per cent began to read at the 
age of five and about eight per 
* nt s 'IU earlier. Although he

Harder M aterials 
Read a great deal to him and 
from gradually harder materials, 
even past the time when he en­ 
ters school, but don’t ask him to 
“give it back." In a special bulle­ 
tin I list seventeen reasons for 
reading to the baby and young 
child and suggest the kinds of 
books and materials to use (to 
be had by sending a self-ad- 
dressed, stamped envelope to me 
in care of this paper). Give him 
toys, tools and materials suited 
to his development. Encourage 
him at drawing, coloring, paint­ 
ing and construction, and express 
true appreciation of all his efforts 
at creation with things and 
words, 
Don't give him any formal les­ 
sons In book learning. Don’t have 
him display his mental exploits 
hor brag about him or repeat his 
expressions before others. Let 
him grow up to be a normal, 
happy, likable person. It is very 
hard to be a wise and good parent 
of a precocious child.
